Burdick was killed. 

Preacher As a Witness. 

The Rev. L. M. Powers was the first 
witness. He said that Mrs. Hull and the 
Rurdicks were members of his church 
On two separate occasions 
he had talks with Burdick concerning 
the latter's domestic affairs, The first | 
ene was at Burdick’s office about three | 
weeks prior to the murder. He called 
voluntarily to talk with Burdick about 
the matter which the witness said “had 
hecome common talk at that time.’’ 

Mrs. Hull also had discussed with him 
once during a call the minister made at 
the house. Asked to repeat the conver- 
sation with Mrs. Hull, Mr. Powers said: 

“She told me her daughter had left 
home and that a suit for divorce was 
pending. She said her daughter was nbdt 
without fault. but that she was not alone 
to blame, either; that if I knew the 
whole thing I would not believe that the 
fanit was all her daughter's.” 

Mrs. Hull, he said, did not ask him 
to speak to Burdick about withdrawing 
the divorcee suit. On one occasion he 
visited Burdick he walked up home with 
him so that he was with him about an 
hour.

She 
also asserted that her husband was 
sitting in the room facing a window 
through which both shots were fired into 
his body. She also asserted that she 
knew the negro who had committed the 
crime and that she subsequently gave the 
name of a negro man living near her 
ome. 

It now develops, and these facts came 
out prominently at the inquest, that both 
thots were not fired through the win- 
dow. It was a double-barrel shotgun 
with which Griffin was killed and both 
barrels were heavily charged with large 
snot, 

At the Inquest it was apparent to the 
efficials that one shot had been § fired 
through the window and that the leaden 
missiles from that barrel did not take the 
of Griffin. 

The shot were scattered all 
face and none of them could have taken 
his life. 


Gun Was Close to Griffin. 

An examination of the wounds showed 
that the muzzle of the gun was in close 
proximity to Griffin's body when the as- 
sassin pulled his trigger the second time. 

The wound made by the last barrel was 
in the right side and the whole was large 
enough for a fist. The shot had not 
traveled suffictent distance to scatter. 
Tue wadding from the barrel was found 
in the wound and the powder burns upon 
the flesh and the scorched clothing upon 
Griffin’s body indicated the distance the 
slayer might have been from his victim 
at the time of the killing. 

It will be remembered that Mrs. Grif- 
fin in describing the murder, asserted that 
the first shot was fired into her husband 
through the window and that he sprang 
up and wheeled to the left when the

FLOOD SUSPENSE 
WILL LAST WEEKS 


It Will Be a Month Before 
New Orleans Feels Easy, 


Viligant Eye Being Kept on Every 
Foot of Levee at Crescent City. 
Stage of 21 Feet Predicted 
By the Local Weather 
Bureau. 


New Orleans, March 26.—~With the river 
practically stationary during the. day 
there has been little change in the flood 
conditions. The early morning reading 
of the gauge was 20.2, a rise of one tenth 
in 24 hours. From moeraing till tonight 
the height fluctuated, reaching 20.3 as a 
maximum. ‘The phenomenal speed at 
which the current is flowing and favor- 
able winds have doubtless restrained 
the upward tendency. Rises are reported 
from Red river down, but with the pres- 
ent spell of dry and sunshiny weather 
confidence increases in the ability of the 
embankments on both sides to sustain the 
Strain upon them. A vigilant eye is be- 
ing kept on every foot of levee from Red 
river landing to New Orleans. 

The local weather bureau today again 
advises preparation for a 21-foot stage at 
this point if the embankments hold. T* 
promises that the Red. Atchafalaya and 
Ouchita will continue to rise. As. how- 
ever, tae Aow of the Red and Mississippi 
continue into the Atchafalaya, carrying 
off a; great volume of water from tha 
Main stream and® relieving the lower 
reaches of the river, the expectation ts 
that the prediction of the bureau will not 
be excceded. 

Ample provision has been made here 
to care for the nighest water now prom- 
ised. In 1897 the levees from Louisfana 
avenue to Southport gave the most con- 
cern but these are now considered of 
impregnabie strength and the temporary 
embankments along the commercial 
front are in excellent shape and as a rule 
built to a heighth capable of resisting a 
maximum of 22 feet. The trouble at St. 
Ann street, where water was leaking 
through the levee, has been entirely ar- 
rested today. 

Thus far there has been no interrup- 
lion to steamboat or ocean going traffic. 
The water is over mary of the wharves. 
but emergency walks have been laid 
and freight is handled with slight in- 
convenience. 

Watching Danger Points. 

Members of the state board of engineers 
are at various points along the Missis- 
siopi, the Red and the Lafourche... On 
the latter stream there cre now three 
crevasses, but planters not immediately 
within range of the breaks have had time 
in which to construct temporary em- 
bankments to protect their places. Ke- 
cently District Judge Leche handed down 
& decision restraining the levee boards 
trom damming the Lafourche prepara- 
tory to putting in locks, which, it is con- 
tended, would for all time render the sec- 
tions drained by the Lafourche, probably 
the richest in Louisiana, free from over- 
flow. It is expected thet the damage Tre- 
sulting) from the present crevasses will 
cause a revulsion in sentiment favor- 
able to the locking of that stream. 

Considerable damage will be done to 
the oyster industry by the present flood. 
Far down the coast where the levees are 
small, because there is little cultivatable 
land. the river is running over and fill- 
ing up valuabie beds of pivalves. River 
water, as a rule, destroys the oyster. 

Yhus far the cotton sections of the 
state have escaped overfiow. The richest 
fields are those protected by the fifth dis- 
trict levee board in north Louisiana. 
President McClelland, of the board, con- 
tinues to express confidence that this 
stretch of levee work will hold. 

Weather Observer Cline said today that 
if the levees hold the period of high wa- 
ter in this vicinity would probably last 
three weeks. That estimate is based on 
the length of time that the crest of the 
flood will consume in reaching here from 
Helena. The fiood speed, however, is 
variable and three weeks is considered 
the extreme limit of suspense if the 
levees hold. 

Still Falling at Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 2.—The river 
tonight is 38.7 on the gauge and falling. 
The fall since 7 o’clock this morning has 
been one-tenth of a foot, but the reports 
which have been received from points 
north of the city say that the fall has 
begun to have an appreciable effect there 
and this fact indicates that the rate of 
fall will not inerease here. 

The Iron Mountain railroad has at 
last suceeded in running a train into 
the city from the west. The Litle Rock 
passenger train arrived this afternoon 
shortuly after 4 o’clock and a little later 
the St. Louis train followed. Three trains 
were sent out tonight by the Iron Moun- 
tain and Cotton Belt. It is reported that 
the oher roads will resume passenger 
traffic tomorrow. The Iron Mountain will 
begin accepting freight for westren 
points tomorrow and the first westbound 
freight train out of the city since the 
suspension of traffic by the flood will 
probably leave tomorrow afternoon. The 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley expects to 
repair its line south before Saturday.

IN CONVENTION 


Halanal Council of Women 
Meets at New Orleans, 


Only Two Negroes Are Entitled to 
Attend Business Sessions and 
Neither of Them Put in An 
Appearance—Officers 
Hold Reception.

New Orleans, March 25.—The threatened 
trouble over the color question having 
simmered down, the National Council of 
Women of the United States opened their 
executive session here today and the 
general officers held their public recep- 
tion tonight. No negroes were present on 
either occasion. Mrs. May Wright Se- 
wall, president of the international coun- 
cil, said there has never been any prob- 
ability of the attendance of a colored 
woman at the social function. Similar 
receptions had always been given at the 
north, but on no occasion had a negro 
woman attended. There are only two 
colored women in the world entitled to 
be present at the business sessions here, 
said Mrs. Sewall. One was Mrs. Yates, 
of Missouri, and the other was Mrs. Wii- 
liams, of this city. Mrs. Yates could not 
come and sent her proxy. 

‘But Mrs. Williams, to whom the proxy 
was forwarded, has written me that she 
never had any intention of participating 
in the meeting,” continued Mrs. Sewall, 
‘and so there hag never been any dan- 
ger of a mingling of the whites and 
blacks during our stay in New Orleans.”’ 

Mrs. Mary Wood Swift, vice president 
and acting president, presided over the 
meeting today, which was executive. Mrs, 
Sewall, president of the international 
council, and Miss Susan B. Anthony, hon- 
orary president of the National Woman's 
Suffrage Association, were the guests of 
honor. Mrs. Flo Jamison Miller, corre- 
sponding secretary, presented a report re- 
viewing the work of the eouncil during 
the year and calling especial attention to 
the serious blow which it had sustained 
in the death of its president, Mrs. Hel- 
muth. There will be an open business 
session tomorrow. 

At the open business session the Na- 
tional Press Bureau’s report showed that 
rot only had many more secretaries been 
appointed, but that many more newspa- 
pers throughout the country had .con- 
sented to publish items concerning the 
work. The report on peace and interna- 
tional arbitration committee presented its 
most important report of the convention, 
showing the spread of the movement. An- 
other important action was the passage 
of an amendment to the constitution 
concerning the admission of members. In 
the future the executive board will pass 
upon qualifications of applying bodies, 
and all affiliated bodies will then vote 
upon the question of admission. 

The unfortunate announcement of the 
possibility of colored delegates, . which 
impelled local women to withdraw from 
the reception arrangements, not only 
made tonight's reception by the national 
officers a slimly attended affair, but will 
probably result in the fyture separation 
of the conventions of the National 
Suffrage Association and the National 
Council of Women, which have heretofore 
always been held in the same eity at 
the same time. 

The suffragists had a magnificent meet- 
ing tonight under Progressive Union 
auspices, Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt de- 
livering an address on ‘“‘Women in Mu- 
nicipal Government.”

For fifty years or more Irish patriots 
have fought for this—and more. But 
England has been blind to Ireland’s 
interests, and to her own. It has 
taken her sixty years to learn what 
in our own country the north, as vic- 
tor over the south, learned in less 
than five years—that oppression never 
benefits either the oppressor or the 
oppressed. The south had a short pe- 
riod of. reconstruction; Ireland has 
had a century of it. And that, too, of 
the most violent type of oppression. 

But it required only a few years for 


the north to see its mistake. As soon , 


as federal bayonets and unscrupulous 
carpet-bag officials were withdrawn 
from the south, this section began to 
prosper and it has been prosperous 
ever since—and this is once more a 
united country. 

So may it yet be with Great Britain. 
At least, let us hope so. The Trish 
land bill will, of course, not in itself 
accomplish it; but, as we have said, 
it is a long step in that direction.

Some interesting and valuable cal- 
culations have been made by an In- 
diana civil engineer as to the money 
value of good roads to a community— 
what they save in transporting prod- 
ucts to and from market. 

He has taken into consideration 
all kinds of roadways, from the sandy 
road to asphalt streets, and his figures 
furnish a strong argument for modern 
highways. 

The cost of moving one ton by horse 
power over one mile of any sandy 
road, according to his estimates, is 64 
cents; over wet sand, 32 cents: over 
ruts and mud, 39 cents; over broken 
stone ruts, 26 cents: over an earth 
road that is dry and hard, 18 cents; 
over a broken stone road in good ¢on- 
dition, 8 cents; over a compact gravel 
road, 6.8 cents; over paving, 5.33 
cents; over asphalt, 2.7 cents.

WORRY ROOSEVELT 
Washington, March 26.—(Special.)— 
With southern newspapers pouring out 


the vials of their wrath upon President 


Roosevelt for his appointment of Crum 
and with eastern newspapers, many of 
them of his own party, equally virulent 


‘in their criticism of his appointment of 


byrne to be district attorney in Dela- 


/ware, the president is not having an easy 


time with his recess appointments. 

The Crum appointment speaks for il- 
self. The president has insisted on mak- 
ing it even in the face of the failure of 
two senates to confirm, and he has done 
it solely because of a desire to cater to 
the negro republicans of the north.

COTTON STATISTICS 
CAUSING TROUBLE 


Washington, March 26.—(Special.)—For 
some time past there has been a lively 
controversy between the census bureau 
on the one hand and the department of 
agriculture on the other over the question 
of statistics on cotton ginning operations 
through the south. The statistical heads 
or these two divisions of the government 
have each been engaged in boosting his 
own figures at the expense of those of 
the other. They show a considerable dis- 
crepancy. 

Among other things which emanates 
from the agricultural department is a 
criticism of the census department for 
its list of gins, which did not at all ac- 
cord with the lists of the department of 
agriculture. This criticism is contained 


in the last copy of The Crop Reporter, 


which has just been published by the 
agricultural department. In this publica- 
tion referénce is made to certain compari- 
sons made in Georgia. Among other 
things, the department suggests to the 
census office that of “a ginner is any 
person operating @ gin.”’ Continuing, 
this publication says: “Ginning 1s an oc- 
cupation and a planter who does his own 
ginning is a ginner only in the sense in 
which he may also be a painter or car 
penter or his wife a milliner or dress- 
maker.

Census Figures Not Full Enough. 
The full article bearing upon this sub- 


ject reads as follews: 

“Both the department of agriculture 
and the census Office call upon cotton 
ginners at certain’ seasons of the year for 
statistical information to be _  incorpo- 
rated in official reports, and the fact that 
the list of ginners compiled by the de 
partment is almost twice as large as that 
compiled by the census office has excited 
comment in congress and _ elsewhere. 
While the list compiled by the depart- 
ment of agriculture may contain @a num- 
ber—and possibly a considerable number 
—of duplications, owing to many different 
sources of information having been util- 
ized in its preparation, it is believed by 
the department that the great difference 
between the two lists is mainly due to 
the fact that that of the census office is 
practically confined to public gins while 
that of the department includes many 
thousands of planters who do thelr own 
ginning. 

“An effort was recently made to bring 
the two lists into harmony by compar- 
ing one with the other, county by county, 
and on the completion of the comparison 
of the state of Georgia two counties 
showing marked differences in the num- 
ber of their ginners were made the sub- 
ject of a very exhaustive investigation 
by experienced special agents sent from 
Washington. 

“The result of the investigation was 
the finding of 108 gins, actually in opera- 
tion this season, that were on the list of 
the department and not on that of the 


census, against twenty-four that were on - 


the list of the census and not on that of 
the department. For statistical purposes 
a ginner is any person who operates a 
gin, and this fact should be clearly under- 
stood by every one employed by the gov- 
ernment in collecting statistical tnforma- 
tion regarding cotton. If information is 


calleq for only from ‘ginners,’ there is. 
manifest danger that only pubiie..ginners 


will be reported. Ginning is an : 
tion, and a planter who does his own po 
ning is a ginner only in the sense in which 
he may also be a painter or a carpenter, 
or his wife a mil?iner or a dressmaker. 
General recognition of this fact would 
have prevented that great difference be- 
tween the two lists of ginners that has 
been the subject of so much comment. 
No statistics based exclusively upon re- 
ports from ginners can be entirely satis- 
factory unless it has been made clear 
to those employed in their collection that 
a ginner, for statistical purposes, is any 
person operating a gin.’’ 


Prospect of Cuban Treaty. 

President Palma, of Cuba, is represent- 
ed in the Havana dispatches as fearing 
that there may be opposition fn the Cu- 
ben senate to the acceptance of the 
amendments to the Cuban treaty which 
were placed upon that document by the 
American senate. Secretary Hay does 
not see any probability of danger of that 
character. Secretary Hay was naturally 
of the opinion that the document he gub- 
mitted to the senate should have been 
adopted without amendment, but he is 
positive that all the changes made have 
been in the interest of the Cubans rather 
than ih the interest of the United States. 

The suggestion that the amendment 
adopted at the instance of the democrats 
calling for the approval of the treaty by 
“the congress" might be construed in 
Havana as meaning the Cuban congress 
as well as the congress of the United 
States, is regarded here as trivial and 
of no importance. The intent of the 
amendment is so clear that it could only 
be taken to mean the Cuban congress by 
a distortion 6f its plain provisions, In- 
asmuch as the Cuban treaty is over- 
whelmingly in the interest of Cuba and 
is manifestly so designed, it is not re- 
garded possible by the American authori- 
ties that this amendment wil] be taken 
aS an excuse for delay in Havana. It Is 
confidently believed that the Cuban sen- 
ate will promptly agree to the amend- 
ments of the treaty and that It will then 
a shape for action by congress this 
aii, 

It is the plan of the administration 
leaders to submit, elther at an extra ses- 
sion or at the regular session, a joint 
resolution formally approving the Cuban 
treaty. They believe that this is the 
simplest way to secure the desired end 
and that such a resolution of approval! 
need not necessarily give rise to lengthy 
tariff debate either in the house or the 
senate. 

lt is Secretary Hay’s opinion that tne 
amendment placed upon the treaty at the 
instance of the beet sugar senators, which 
provides that during the life of this treaty 
no further tariff reductions on sugar shal! 
be made and no other reciprocity treaties 
with sugar growing countries shall be 
negotiated is so plainly in the interest of 
Cuba that it will be promptly accepted by 
the congress in Havana. 

The much talked of conflict of dates 
when the treaty is to go into effect really 
amounts to nothing. The original treaty 
Provided that it should become effective 
Within ten days after ratifications were 
exchanged, but this provision was nulil- 
fled by the subsequent provision that !t 
do not become effective until approved by 
the cdéngress. 

A Newspaper Scare. 

There seems to have been little occa- 
sion for the newspaper scare about the 
possibility of the treaty failing. Ha 
vana advices received through official 
sources indicate the prompt acceptance 
of the amendments.

That Theory Is Heldin Re- 
gard to Suicide of General 
MacDonald. 


Paris, March %.—Efforta have been 
made today to trace the letters and docu- 
ments received by Major General Mac- 
Donald from the war office shortly before

letters or documents were found except 
some unintelligible scratching which 
would indicate that the writer was in a 
As a number of letters 
from the war office were delivered to him 
last Wednesday and Thursday the au- 
thorities conclude that the general pre- 
pared for his end by first destroying the 
letters, 

The Figaro asserts that one of the let- 
ters received by Sir Hector MacDonald 
from the war office on Wednesday morn- 
ing was an ultimatum ordering him to 
leave forthwith for Ceylon, thus destroy- 
ing his last hope of a reconsideration of 
his case by the war authorities in Eng- 
Jand. The fact, however, that the gen- 
eral took his life soon after he was ob- 
Served scanning two newspapers pub- 
lished In English, giving the charges 
against him and publishing a portrait 
of him, is taken as indicating that pain 
at the publicity rather than any action 
by the British war office determined his 
act. 

The body of Sir Hector was removed 
today to the British mortuary chapel, 
where it will await shipment to its fina) 
Testing place in Scotland. it was said 
at the British embassy that no orders 
have been received from London con- 
cerning the disposition of the body, and 
it is expected that the family of the de- 
ceased general will make the final ar- 
Tangements. Both the officials of the 
British embassy and the consulate gen- 
eral of Great Britain disclaim any know)- 
edge of the existence of the letters which 
were reported to have been found on a 
table in the room where the general 
killed himself.

The unjust land laws have for 
vears heen the main cause of the coun- 
try’s poverty and misfortune, resulting 
in the paralysis of her industries and 
commerce and the constant and enor- 
mous reduction of her population. In the 
space of fifty vears this decrease amount- 
ed to nearly 50 per cent through starva- 
tion and emigration. Throughout practi- 
cally the whole of the eighteenth century 
three families held the wide domains of 
Ireland under their control, and the re- 
sult was what might have been expected. 
Richard Henry Green, the English histo- 
rian, speaking of this period, declared 
that ‘Ireland was the worst misgoverned 
country in Europe.” He is also respon- 
sible for the statement that ‘the history 
of Ireland from its conquest by William 
IIT up to this time is one which no Bng- 
lishman can recall without shame.’ ” 

Prominent Atlanta gentlemen who are 
well versed In Irish affairs, after reading 
the dispatches yesterday, expressed the 
belief that the general features of the 
government measure just introduced. if 
carried out, will give to Ireland the relief 
and happiness that she has not expe- 
rienced in many years.
